Afforestition Depurtment, it is now alleged 
that the numerous correspondents who have 
protested in our columns were, with. our- 
selves, under a misapprehension. The 
arboroug slopes of Hongkong are not, we 
are assured, (9 be denuded, “ For'this re- 
lief, mach thanks.” To tho learned but 
unfortunately mythical Emperor Huane Ty 
ia attributed the saying that “when man 
puts forth his fneultics of destruction, 
Heaven falls and Earth is overthrown.” 
The great Taoist evidently had a gift of 
exaggeration, but we are at one with him in 
dreading the exercise of the desiructive 
faculties, and to this dread may be assigned 
our freely expressed nervousness with 
regard to'tho intentions of our Forestry 
Superintendent, Mr. 8. T. Dunw. Now 
that we have registered our protest, and 
thereby elicited expressione of opinion suffi- 
cient to shaw how any attempt to exploit 
our arborescent treasury would be regarded 
by the public, we would gladly take it for 
granted that no more iuterfarence will be 
rashly entered upon. At the same time, 
before leaving the subject, it seems adyia- 
able that we should traverse some of the 
comments. made by Mr. Dunn upon the. 
Warning that we and our readers felt obliged 
toutter. The Superintendent explains that 
between one-twenty.fifth and -one-thirtioth 
of the forests in the Colony. have watured, 
and that “as is done everywhere where tree 
planting is systematically zarrivd out,” the 
maturel trees are being felled and sold, 
and young trees planted in the spaces left 
vacnn( thereby. It seems evident, from 


Paes 
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that partienlar comment, that Mr. Doxx 
Waisapprehends our point of view, and the 


point of view of our correspondents, We } 


are giite aware of the systems followed by 
the afforestation experts of India and of 
Europe. At Home—meaning England, of 
course —it hes been our duty and our pri- 
vilege in the past to point out Great Bri- 


'{ tain’s neglect of the science of arboriculture, 


aud to urge the Guvernment to emulation 
of the work of France, Austria-Hungary, 
Denmark, Russin, and the Forostry Asso - 
ciation of America, in this respect. Where _ 
as our fure-eldera practised forestry for 
sport's sake (a3 in the casa of Wititan the 


JongreRon and the New Forest), or for 


purposes of financial profit (a motive we 
trust to remaia absent from [ongkong), 
the modern heirs to the wisdom of the an- 
cients and the acientific knowledge of the 
new have learned to-practiss it for greater 
gains than those, We look to our plunta- 
tions tu modify extremes of temparatara, to 
encourage rainfall, to absorb the miasmi © 
exhalations of the soil, and to muke oz .ne 
for our sorely tried lungs. ‘Tho serious re- 
aul a of reckless timber cutting in Australia, 
in India, and in Russia, have been long 
noticed and admitted, France and Ger’ 
m ny have, we believe, special State depart- 
ments of afforestation, and colleges in which 


the special science is tought, In these cases, | 


the supply of timber is sought to ‘be main. 
tained, and the work is expscted to pay for 
itself out of its own revenue. Thus,as Mr. 
Dosw’ has told us, trees are systematically 
cut down and sold. In France the “ block 
system ” is, or was, favourad, whole sections 
of forest falling a3 they mature. In Germany , 
where they have a kesn eye to the iwsthetic 
value of trees, the thinning oul process is 


more affected. Now; be it observed, tha 


Lease of Hongkong is altogether diferent. 


The pioncers in the Celony had to deal with 
a barren-looking, rocky waste. ‘To make 
Hongkung more habitab‘e, hygienically and 
wathetically, they were at cost of tone y, 
time, thought, and, paing to cover the niked 
shoulders of the hills with pleaging verdura 
and with grateful shade. ‘The chiefoxpense 
is over and done with.

IEis father had 
suffered under the impression that he could 
tell what herses would arrive first at the

It 
is pleasant to ba nblo to make sucha raasgurings 
statemont ss thie, after all that has baen written 
in reysrd to the terliness with which. Br-tish 
railway concessions in China—and this one io 
particular—have been taken up. Thero is no 
question but that the prolonged delay, in face 
of the extraordivary efforts now being put 
forward all over thy Empire, and backed by tho, 
governments c£ continental power’, hag been & 
cause of uneasiness to those who regard these 
onterprises from ‘the political rather tham from 
the immediate commercial stondpoint, And the 
fioal withdrawal of British capital and control 
in thia particular interest would havo been the 
more regrettable, socing that regarded solely as 
a profit-eaning wudeitsking the proposed 
railway offers exceptionally promising prospects: 

Residents in China will not noodt to be 
reminded that the railway is to run through a 
tract ¢f country thickly te ming with on 
igdustricus oud thriving popsilatiou, people 
woreover who sre distinctly fav urabla to tho 
railway ides. The fourtvon-milo stretch to Woo- 
sung (which will bo incorporated in the larger

‘Lho new railway will eommenco independently

straight cut for Seochov (2% miles). The 
main lino will’ pass the provincial ospital 
on the north side and, for the coavoniance of 
the various foreign eettlements, which sre 
situated outside the souch wall, a short branch 
line will bulaid round the western side of the 
city. From Soochow tho line will ran parallel 
with the Graud Canal, that is to say its dirco ion 
wilt be practivally north-west ond still in o 
straight line, first to Wusioh (30 miles), the 
centre of the silk industry, and onward by way 
of Changchou (20 miles) to Tauyang (55 wiles). 
Hore it will leave the Grand Canal to mnko 
its way northward to the Yaugtz-, and turn 
due-westivard again. traversing the fifty miles 
or so of giassy country to Nanking. Towards 
the capital it gets into slightly hilly country 
and one tunnel, bas to be ent, Tbis and the 
bridge already montioned are the two principal 
engincering works, which will only be difficult 
otherwise in consequonce of the largo number 
of emall bridges nocessary to cross the many 
-creekr, and the uncertain nature of the ground 
for secaring foundations. The bridges, also, 
have to be sufficiéntly high, of course, to allow 
head room for the beat traffic beveath. The 
surrey hos alviady been completed; plans of the 
entire route, and schedules of the Iaad to ba 
acquired are in the bunds of the Chinese 
Government, who have undertaken the necessary 
purchases; and materials are to hand {0 com- 
mence on the actual work. 

: Financiatiy also, everything is ready. The 
unsettled stateof affairs iu the Far Fast, and 
the unfortnnate coircidcace ef tension over the 
Rec Sea incidents, uudonbtedly affected the 
issue of the balunce of the Chinese Icau in 
London last mouth; Lut although there was 
very little celat abcut the flotation, the oy ital 
has been fully underwrittn aud is available. 
A few small details only riquire to be arranged 
with the representatives of the Chinese G overn- 
meut, and operations nad not be lovger 
pos{poned on that acccuut. 

Once commence?, the work will be pusted 
forward rapidly from various poinls «nd in 
seyerul sections.

Incid:ntally this will mean one 
further great ndvantege to Shanghai. It will 
bring the beautiful bill and luke district 
behind Soochow within easy reach of this hot, 
flat arid busy plais, and give us one more of 
these reeuperative rezorts of which Shangbai 
stands in such pressing need.—N.-C. Daily 
News.

BOER WAR, 


Some idea of the magnitude of the service 
rendered by our morcantile marine in thematter 
of transports in the South Africau war will bo 
gathered from the following figures extracted 
from an official return recevtly issued. Of 
transports actually engaged by the Admiralty 
there were 117 between July, 1899, and Decom- 
ber, 1902, of 719,837 gross tonnage, utilised for 
this purpose for an aggregate of 27.293 days 
steaming. There were conveyed to South 
Africa 12,674 officers by these transports, 316,924 
men, and 74,752 horses, while on the return 
journey, there wore 10,809 officers, 267,475 
men,. sud 2,399 horses. The hire of theee 
vessels cost the Admiralty 410,059,818, ond 
including others churges, such as coal, fittings, 
ete., and dock and port dues, etc., a total of 
no less than £14,730,977 was disbursed, 
and the rates of hire would appear to havo 
ranged between 10s, per gross ton per calendar 
month upto £1 15s, per gros: ton, In addition 
to these figures thoro were forty-one transports 
engayod in India of «4 gross tonnage 
cf 151,842, and_ these ecnveyed 335 officers, 
7,965 mon, 5460 natives, 7,107 horse-, and 
1,133 mules, at 4 total cost of £499,329. 
In H&S freight ships engaged by the 
Admiralty a further 2,912 officers wore carried 
to South Africa, 76,943 men, and 4,417 horsca, 
andan amount of £1,629,410 was paid for these 
vessels, while for. the’ return journey the 
Admiralty enguged 103 vessels, at a cost of 
£1.179,713, to carry 3,574 officers, 80,417 men, 
808 wonien, 865 ohildren, nud 59 horses. Tho 
Principal Naval Transport Officer at Cay 
Town also engaged sixty-three freight vossels, 
costing £111,621, to carry 370 officors aod 
7,680 men, and the Colonial Goverumonts
